..paper attorney for 30 years. Col. 
'•Deutsch told the Charlotte (N. C.* 


Observer in an interview recently 
that the Brinkcr amendment is re- 
quired because the United States 
is the only major country in the 
World where a treaty is effective 
without legislation. 


"Legislation by treaty," as Col. 


Deulsch calls it. is a major threat 
to American constitutional govern- 
ment. For instance: 


Suppose our State Department 


-^negotiate.*; a treaty covering rights 
'which, in our country at leiTSt, are 


reserved to the individual states-- 
such things as the regulation ot the 
practice of medicine, law, teach- 
ing, and 
other 
professions. The 


treaty, since it would apply equally i 
to all nations signing it, would 
take precedence over state laws— 
even over state constitutions. 


Or, suppose this foreign treaty 


that our State Department nego- 


, tiates should include a provision 
^permitting 
government 
to 
curb! 


treedom of speech and press in 
time of emergency. Automatically 
Americans would be handing dicta- 
torial authority to their own gov- 
ernment, without having voted in 
the matter,without having amended 
their own U. S. constitution, simp- 
.-•ly^be'cause a treaty affects all sig-l 
natories alike. 


Or supposing further, this treaty 


provides that any person killing a 
jj member of another race could be 
"tried-in auiiitei national court. In- 


stantly 
all Americans would be 


threatened with the loss of their 
U. S. constitutional guarantee to a 
jury trial—and on one pretext or 
another might be whisked away to 
some foreign tribunal. 


Or, let us suppose this treaty 


guarantees that everyone has the 
right to the highest standard 
of 


; health and medical care. By sign- 
! ing such a treaty our U. S. govern- 
ft ment might obligate itself to pro- 
| vide socialized medicine — even 


though the American people never 
authorized it.
